Region and nev, mdustrinl units or their substantial expansion in the specified 
industries (as at Annexure-A.) located outside these Growth Centres and other 
identified locations 
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4. Definitions: 

(a) ‘Industrial Unit’ means any industrial undertaking, suitable 
servicing unit other than that run departmental Iy by Government 
of India/State Government, 

(b) ‘New Industrial Unit’ means an industrial unit for the setting up 
of which effective steps were not taken prior to 24''’ 
December, 1997; 

(c) ‘Existing Industrial Unit’ means an industrial unit set-up prior to 
the operative date of the scheme i .e. 24"' December, 1997; 

(d) ‘Substantial Expansion’ means increase in the value of fixed 
capital investment of an industrial unit by not less than 10 % for 
the purpose of expansion of capacity/modernisation and 
diversification; and 

(e) ‘Effective steps’ means one or more of the following steps:- 

(i) that 10% or more of the capital issued for the industrial 
unit has been paid up; 

(ii) that any part of the factory building has been constructed; 

(iii) that a firm order has been placed for any plant and 
machinery required for the industrial unit. 

(f) ‘ Fixed Capital Investment’ means investment' in land, building 
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and plant and machinery. 

Total fixed capital investment will be assessed as follows. 

1) Land: The actual price paid for the land to the extent 

needed for the purposes of the plant. Charges for the 

leased land will not be taken into account. 

■ri 

2) Building: Same as in the case of land. Rent of a hired 
building will not be taken into account. 

3) j Plant and machinery. 

(i) In calculating the value of plant and machinery, the cost 
of plant and machinery as erected at site will be taken into 
account which will include the cost of productive 
equipment, such as tools, jigs, dies and moulds; transport 
charges, insurance premium, etc. will also be taken into 
account, 

(ii) The amount invested on goods carriers to the extent they 
are actually utilised for transport of raw materials and 
marketing of the finished products, will be taken into 
account. 

(iii) Working capital including raw matenals and other 
consumable stores will be excluded for computing the 
value of plant and machinery. 


(g) Fixed Capital represents the depreciated value of fixed assets 
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owned by the factory as on the closing day of the accounting year 
Fixed assets are those wliich have a noimal productive life of more 
than one year. Fixed capital covers all types of assets, new r 
used or ovvn constructed, deployed for producTion, u ansponation, 
living or recreational facilities, hospiiuii., ...iiooLi eic. for factory 
personnel It iticlLidc-s ' -v ' oi tlic licat! oifice allocable 
to the factor' . h- tiFS of assets taken on hire- 
purcha' e F', ■ I.-Aut fiiilv paid or not) excluding interest 
elcmcnc b. cr iiitangible assets and assets solely used for 
pt^st maaotactu ing activities such as sale, storage, distribution etc. 

(li) Physical Workuio Capital is defined to include all physical 
inventories owned, iieki or controlled by the factory' as on the 
closing day of the -v, counting year such as the materials, fuels and 
lubricants, stores etc. (hat enter-into products manufactured by 
the factory itself or supplied by the factory to other for processing 
Physical working capital also includes the stock of materials, fuels 
and stores etc., purchased expressely for re-sale, semi-finished 
goods and work in progress on account of others and goods made 
by the factory' which are ready for sale at the end of the accounting 
year However, it docs not include the stock of the materials, 
fuels, stores, etc. supplied by others to the factory for processing. 
Finished gooiis piocesscd by others from raw materials supplied 
bv the factoiv and held by them are included and finished goods 
processed by the factory from raw materials supplied by others arc 
excluded. 

(i) Working Capital is the sum total of the physical working capital 
as already defined above and the cash deposits m hand and at bank 
and the net balance of amounts receivable over amounts payable 
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at the end of the accounting year. Working capital, however, 
excludes unused overdraft facility, fixed deposits irrespective of 
duration, advances for acquisition of fixed assets, loans and 
advances by proprietors and partners irrespective of their puvi. i; c 
and duration, long-term loans includir.g interest thereon and 
investments. 


All eligible industrial units in the North Eastern Region shall be given an 
interest subsidy to the extent of 3% on the Working Capital advanced to them by 
the Scheduled Banks or Central/State financial institutions for a maximum penod 
of 10 (ten) years from the date of commeacement of production. 


6 Norms for Working Capital calculation 

For the purpose of this scheme, the '^nnimum working capital 
requirement of a unit shall be worked out @ 25% of their annual turnover. 
Inventory norms may be applied, if necessary, after providing for aforesaid 
minimum level. In respect of such units for which norms have not been laid 
down/are not applicable (due to the units coming belov, the cut off point of Rs 10 
lakhs of working capital), the request of working capital should be considered 
favourably so long as the working capital is not very much above such minimum 
level. Special norms can also be evolved for inventory and receivables. Working 
capital below the minimum level may be justified under special circumstances in 
which the requirement is demonstrably lower, as in the case of ancilliaiy units 
in the small scale sector with assured supply of inputs and off-take of output. 
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7. Designated Agency for disbursy miyfft Subsidy; 


North Eastenl Development Financial Corporation (NEDFI) shall be the 
designated agency for disbursement of interest subsidy on the basis of the 
recommendation of the concerned Stated Government 

8. Procedure for claiming Interest Subsidy; 

Industnal units eligible for subsidy under the scheme will get themselves 
registered with the State Department concerned prior to taking effective steps for 
setting up the new units or undertaking substantial expansion of the existing units 
and indicate their assessment of th^ total working capital likely to be required for 
a unit. Such of the units as had taken effective steps on or after 24.12.1997 i .e. 
the date of announcement of the scheme will get themselves registered by 
31.12.1999. 

9. Procedure for disbursement of Interest Subsidy; 

Each State Government concerned will set up a Stale Level Committee 
consisting of a representative each of the State Department concerned, the Slate 
Finance Department, State Directorate of Industries, NEDFI or its designated 
agency and the financial institution concerned, to go into each case to decide 
whether it qualifies for the grant of subsidy and also about the quantum of 
subsidy. 

10. The subsidy will be disbursed to the unit by NEDl’I on the 
recommendation of the State Level Committee/Statc Government concerned. 
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11. Rights of the Centre/State Government/Financial Institutions: 

If the Central Government/State Govemment/financial Institution 
concerned is satisfied that the subsidy or grant to an industrial unit has been 
obtained by misrepresentation of the essential facts, furnishing of false 
information or if the unit goes out of production within 2 years after having 
availed the subsidy under the scheme, the Central Govemment/State 
Govemrnent/Financial Institution concerned may ask the unit to refund the grant 
or subsidy after giving opportunity to the concerned to be heard. 

12. Without taking prior approval of the Ministry of Industry, Department of 
Industrial Policy & Promotion/State Government/Financial Institution concerned, 
no owner of an industrial unit will be allowed to change the location of the whole 
or any part of the industrial unit or effect any substantial contraction or disposal 
of a substantial part of its total fixed capital investment within a penod of 2 
years of receiving a part or the whole of the grant or subsidy under the scheme. 

13. After receiving the grant of subsidy, each industnal unit shall submit 
aimual progress report to the Ministry of Industry, Department of Industrial Policy 
and Promotion/State Government concerned, about its working for a period of 
10 years after going into production.

1. Fruit and Vegetable Processing
